THE MAYOR'S ELECTION, 

The opinion of City-Attorney Jamruson fur- 
nished tothe City Council a few days ago 
substantially assumed that there had never 
been a vacancy in the office of Mayor since 
Col vm election in December, 1873, At that 
time ho was elected for two years, and Mr. 
Jamizson was elected Attorney for two years, 
each to serve until their successors were 
elected and qualified When did these 
officors obtain authority to hold their reapoot- 
ive offices after the expiration of the terms 
for which they were elected? Tho Legisla. 
ture could not give them such authority, 
because the Constitution expresaly prohibits 
any enactinent extending the term for which 
they wore elected, Assuming that the term 
for which these offlcers were elected expired 
in December, 1475, their continuance in office 
after that date was until their successors 
were elocted and qualified.” But that there 
was @ vacancy in such office from that date 
no one aan question or dispute, 

There is, however, another view as to the 
time the vacancy occurred in the office of 
Mayor and City Attorney. The charter of 
1872, adopted in April, and declared in 
force May 1, 1875, became the supreme 
law for the government of Chicago from 
the latter date. That charter abolished 
all previously existing offices and created 
other. When the new charter was adopted 
it went into operation as exclusively as if there 
had been no previous charter in force in this 
city. The charter created new offices of 
Mayor, Treasurer, and Attorney; it did not 
continue one of the old ones. It created 
these new offices, and of course this sponged 
out of legal existence the previous offices of 
Mayor, Attorney, and Treasurer, and so 
much of the terms of those offices as were 
unexpired was summarily abolished. 

The charter, however, provided that the 

us then in office should continue, not 
as Mayor, Attorney, or Treasurer, because 
such a provision of law would be a legislative 
appointment to office, which is prohibited by 
the Constitution, but should continue to 
“exercise the powers” of the officers 
who were to be elected to fill the offices cre- 
ated by the charter. The charter continued 
no man in office; it vacated them all from 
the moment it was adopted. The men then 
in office were authorized to execute the duties 
of the new offices until the people should, at 
a regular special election, fill them. They 
were in the exact position officially of offi- 
cers whose terms had expired, and who con- 
tinued to perform the duties until their 
successors should be elected and qualify. 
But the vacancy existed, and by direct opera- 
tion of law from the hour the new charter 
went into o 

The talk about Corvrn’s term being ex- 
tended by law until 1877 is simply absurd. 
He never began an official term of Mayor un- 
der the new charter, and his term under the 
old charter was terminated when the new 
charter went into operation. There never 
was a Mayor elected or appointed under the 
new charter; the office has never been filled; 
the vacancy has been continuous, Cor vm ex- 
ercising the powers of the Mayor to be elect- 
ed until such officer should be elected. 
Whether the vacancy in this office might 
have been filled by special ‘election or not 
during the interval since the last of April, 
1875, is not now material ; the City Council 
refused to call such special election, and the

of the lawful voters at the first general elec- 
tion of city officers, on the day fixed by law 
for such election, to meet at the polls and 
elect a citizen to fill the office of Mayor, which 
office had never been filled under the char- 
ter ? 

The attorneys for the usurpation doctrine 

maintain that, as the vacancy occurred more 
than a year before the expiration of the term 
of the Mayor to be elected, it must be filled 
by special election, and that no special elec- 
tion is legal unless there be due notice given 
thereof, etc. The Supreme Court of this 
State has held that “elections fixed by 
law at a certain time and place may be 
legally holden, although notice has not been 
published or given, but if the time be not de- 
fined by statute, and itis to be fixed by no- 
tice, the notice required is imperative,” 
This decision, however, did net relate to 
the case of an election by the people to all 
an office notoriously vacant. it was with 
reference te a apecial election held not to 
elect officers, but to determine some question 
submitted te the people, There ia a whole 
series of decisions in oases where the ques. 
tion submitted was of voting subscriptions 
to railroad stock, of moving county seats, of 
voting the issue of water bonds, and special 
questions of that character. In all such eleo- 
tions there can be. no general time fixed. 
They happen rarely and at long intervals, 
and notice of time and place of election is 
an essential fact. But the charter of Chica- 
go declares that on the third Tuesday of 
April of each year there shall be a general 
election for city officers. What officers? For 
all city officers whose terms have expired, 
and to fill all offices then vacant whose 
temporary incumbents are serving until 
the vacancies shall. be filled by pop- 
ular election. The election on the 
third Tuesday of April, 1876, was a 
general election for city officers”; there 
being no Mayor then in office, the office 
never having been filled except temporarily 
until the next election, what was there to 
make the election of a Mayor at that time an 
exception to the well-established rule that 
all general elections held on the general day 
fixed by law for an office then vacant shall 
not be rendered illegal or void because there 
was a failure to give the notice prescribed by 
the statute ? 

The new City Council will, of necessity, 
canvass the returns of the recent election for 
Mayor, and declare the result; and Mr. 
Hor will take the oath of office, and be 
recognized by the Common Council; and if 
Mr. Cor vm, in his insane contempt for pub- 
lic opinion, shall persist in his usurpation, 
and employ force to reverse the declared will 
of the people, he must expect to take the 
consequences. 


REMINISCENCES OF DARE DAYS. 

We hope Mr. Spainazr, of Southern IIli- 
nois, and the New York World are now sat 
isfied. ‘Their unseemly partisanship, as con- 
scienceless as it was zealous, betrayed them 
into giving Senator Morton an admirable 
and entirely proper opportunity for restating 
the obstacles he encountered from the Demo- 
cratic party in the prosecution of Indiana's 
share in putting down the Rebellion. That 
the statement is a powerful one is sufficiently 
evidenced by the fact that Mr. Morron made 
it. 80 far as the account of moneys are con- 
cerned, he has put it briefly, plainly, and 
comprebensibly. The charge having been, 
investigated“ by the Democrats in his own 
State, who were unable to report even a sus- 
picion of corruption, Mr. Morton was able 
promptly to present the exact figures and 
uses of the $250,000 which he received as 
Governor of Indiana from the General Gov- 
ernment, and which, with the aid 
of liberal contributions from the loyal 
people of his own State, enabled him to 
equip the Indiana troops, and put them in the 
field and keep down the Rebels at home, in 
spite of the refusal of the Democratic Legis- 
lature and State officers to give him the 
proper eppropriation in the proper way. It 
is an well, perhaps, that all this should be 
recalled at the present time, when the Con- 
federate eloment in Congress lp asserting 
iteclf in so offensive a manner, expecially 
since it naturally comes up at the instance of 
the Democrats, who are seeking to find cor. 
ruption in every case of distinguished loyalty 
and eminent services during the War. 

Mr. Monton's statement should be supple- 
mented by an explanation of the ciroum- 
standes which at that time placed the Demo- 
crate in a position to worry him and jeopard- 
ize his usefulness as Governor of Indiana, 
as they did also with Gov. Yarns, of Illinois. 
The Rebel element in the Northern Demoo- 
racy had assorted itself in this State as well 
as in Indiana. They had gained a temporary 
superiority of numbers and assumed a bold and 
defiant attitude on account of a series of 
events unfavorable to the Union cause. Prior 
to the State elections of 1862 the Union arms 
had suffered severe reverses under MoCuz1- 
LAN and Porzin the East, and had necessi- 
tated the call for 600,000 more men for three 
years. The response for this call came main- 
ly from the Republicans, and, while it filled 
the ranks of the Union army with brave and 
loyal men, it decimated the ranks of the Re- 
publican party at home, and enabled the 
Democrats in Indiana and Illinois, as well as 
in several other States, to elect the Legisla- 
tures. To show the difference which this 
call for troops made in the relative strength 
of the two parties, it is only necessary to re- 
fer to the vote of those States in 1860 and 

1862. In 1860 Lrxcozn’s majority in Indi- 
ana over Dovetas was 23,524; yet in 1862 
the Democrats carried the State by 9,543. 
So in Illinois, Lois majority over Dove- 
LAS was 12,000 in 1860, and in 1862 the Demo- 
crate elected the State ticket and both branches 
of the Legislature by a majority of 16,446. An 
evidence that this change had been brought 
about by the response to the President's 
call for three-years troops is found 
in the fact that the Republican vote 
in Illinois fell off from 172,000 in 
1860 to 120,000 in 1862, and in Indiana from 
139,000 in 1860 to 118,000 in 1862, while the 
Democratic vote in Illinois in 1862 was as 
large as, and in Indiana larger than, the Demo- 
cratic vote of 1860.

quorum, The authority of Gov, Yarns was 
afterwards questioned in a suit brought be- 
tore the Supreme Court of the State; but 
that tribunal held that, the Legislature hav- 
ing dispersed in compliance with the procla- 
mation, it was useless to pass a judicial opin- 
ion on the competency of the Governor's 
act. 

Those were dark days in the history of 
the Republic, when the fre in the rear” 
was more formidable than the Confederate 
guns at the front, and had it_not been for 
the steadfast loyalty of such State Governors 
as Mortox, Broves, Mondax, Curtin, and 
Var, the Union cause would have been 
jeopardized beyond redemption, as it was 
seriously -threatened. As Mr. Butternut 
WI, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor of Indiana, very wisely counsels, 
it will be better for the Democratic party not 
to revive the recollections of those days if 
they can help it, as they can only damage 
their prospects for the future. The disgrace 
which attaches to the Democratic party from 
that time may be tacitly ignored, but it can 
never be expunged, and tue Democrats should 
be content with all the silence and obscurity 
which their opponents have been willing to 
give it. 


CENTENNIAL FOLLY. 

The decision of the Board of Centennial 
Commissioners to close the International 
buildings and grounds on Sundays is a grave 
mistake. It is full of disaster to the success of 
the exhibition, although it may be in perfect 
consonance with puritanical bigotry and 
folly. Itis beyond this an act of flagrant 
injustice to thousands of people. It is an 
act of rank discourtesy to Europeans and to 
European-born residents of this country, to 
invite them to this exhibition and then shut 
its doors in their faces one day in the week, 
without the grace to remit their expenses for 
that day. They thereby compel thousands 
of people to remain idle one day, with noth- 
ing to do and no place to go, and 
the privilege of paying ten dollars 
or more for their day’s idleness. It is 
still more an act of discourtesy that, 
after inviting Europeans here, an attempt 
should be made to force an observance of 
Sabbatarian notions upon people who are not 
Sabbatarians. Viewed in its most favorable 
aspects, it is a narrow-minded, bigoted, and 
puritanical act, and shows that the managers 
of the Centennial are no farther advanced’ 
than the Puritans were 200 years ago. But 
if Philadelphia proposes to enforce a Sunday 
law in this respect, why not in all? If it is 
a breakage of the Sunday to visit the Cen- 
tennial buildings and look at pictures, 
machinery, and other objects, is it not wrong 
also for hotels to do extra work at extortion- 
ate prices, for street cars to run, for railroads 
and telegraph offices to transact business, 
for private conveyances to be used, for bar- 
bers to shave, forsoda fountains to sizzle ? 
Where does the distinction come in? 
After they have shut out the people 
from their show on Sundays, what 
are they going to do with them? They 
can't coop them up in the churches, because 
there laut room for them, and, even if there 
wore, there are thousands of people who 
don't care to pay an extortionate price for 
the privilege of going to a Philadelphia 
church on a blasing summer's day, They 
will go there to see the exhibition, not to go 
to church, and they will find themselves 
cheated out of just one-seventh of their 
time, and not only cheated out of their time, 
but compelled to pay an outrageous price for 
the privilege of being cheated,—all of which 
will tend to give foreigners a most exalted 
opinion of our much-vaunted liberty and 
equality, as well as of our consistency, when 
they find that in every large city in the coun- 
try, parks, libraries, art-galleries, museums, 
theatres, concert-rooms, and almost every 
other form of amusement and entertainment, 
are thrown open to the public on Sunday, 
while the International Exhibition alone is 
closed, and thereby ceases to be interna- 
tional and becomes a puritanical show, reg- 
ulated by Blue Laws. 

There is another serious feature to be con- 
sidered in this matter.

REFORM WITHIN THE PARTY, 

There has been no more significant pro- 
test against the machine politicians and their 
tactios than that embodied in the declaration 
of the Republican Reform Club of New York. 
The Club was organized last Tuesday oven- 
ing by five hundred of the leading Republio- 
ans of the city, including WU Aan E. Doposn, 
Luorp Asprywatz, A. A. Low, Joe Jacon 
Aston, the Rev. Dr. Bettows, WILL H. 
Guton, Davip Dows, J. D. Venminyz, and 
other well-known representative men, not 
simply to give voice to the unanimous honest 
sentiment of the party against the machine, 
but to take active measures to defeat the 
machinations of the machine-men, who plot 
the capture of the party. 

They neither propose the formation of a 
new party nor the abandonment of the Re- 
publican party to self-appointed leaders who 
make a trade of politics and manage the cau- 
cus. Their purpose is to maintain and 
strengthen it, not as a machine for the cap- 
ture of spoils, but as the sole hopeful means 
for securing an honest, efficient Adrainistra- 
tion, truly representative of the will of the 
great body of Republican voters. They 
recognize that the peril menacing the party 
and the country is the insidious corrupting 
machine influence, in all respects identical 
with that which long ago destroyed all possi- 
bility of good in the Democratic party, and 
left it but a putrid reminiscence that must 
needs be buried out of sight that it may no 
longer poison the political atmosphere. 

Precisely such fate is it that the machine- 
politician would fetch upon the Republican 
party; and upon the first manifestation of 
the machine-programme these New York 
Republicans, prompted by the purpose which 
inspires the entire rank and file of the party, 
have spoken out in phrase that cannot be 
mistaken. They declare that the time has 
come when the interests of office-holders and 
office-seekers should be ignored ; that the pub- 
lic is sickened ‘* with the spectacle of betray- 
ed trusts and corruption in office, of high 
places sought and held solely for private gain, 
or as a means to advance private interests,” 
and with a class who trade in politics and 
manage the machinery of parties solely in the 
interest of office-holders or office-seekers.” 
They recall that in the early days of our 
national life office was accepted by those 
whom the people sought, and was adminis- 
tered with scrupulous fidelity in the interest 
alone of those who imposed the trust; that 
men conspicuous for their wisdom and virtue 
were placed in charge of public affairs, and 
the desires of the people for good government 
were unobstructed, and their best sentiment 
had fair expression through legislation.” 

A return to that system is what they de- 
mand in place of the programme which the 
machine-men would foist upon the Republic- 
an party; and in that demand they will be 
seconded by the moral sentiment of the 
whole party and of the whole country, They 
enlist for no man, but demand a candidate 
who in and of himself will be a guarantee of 
official integrity"; who shall be not a mere 
political partisan, but a statesman of tried 
character, in sympathy with the best senti. 
ments of the people on all public questions, 
conversant with the affairs of Government, 
discriminating and independent in the 
choice of public servants, one who will thor- 
oughly reform the public service,”

STOCE-JOBBERY IN ENGLAND. 

The late panic on the London Stock-Ex- 
change, while it does not seem to have per- 
ceptibly affected the Street, swept away 
millions of pounds of the capital of private 
investors, and has directed the attention of 
the British press to the liability of millions 
more of private capital to be swept away in 
the hke fashion. As England, with her great 
money-making industries and commerce, has 
gone on adding every year to her immense 
accumulated capital, corresponding low rates 
of interest have ruled, and the temptation to 
seek all sorts of investments that promised 
more than 3 per cent per annum has been 
multiplied. Meanwhile all the penniless Gov- 
ernments and minor powers with no avail- 
able assets have stood ready to promise to 
pay from 7-to 10 per cent, with discounts 
allowed, fetching it from 2 to 3 per cent 
higher, and have so regularly and systemat- 
ically relieved the English of their surplus 
capital, leaving small prospect’ of its ever 
being repaid. The heavy capitalists, after 
severe experiences in such investments, have 
come to learn that 3 per cent, with payment 
guaranteed, 1s infinitely preferable to uncer- 
tain of from 7 to 10 percent. But 
to the thousands of English people possessed 
of small fortunes, say from £2,000 to £10,000, 
the prospect of doubling their incomes by an 
investment that will double the interest upon 
their capital is almost irresistible. The 
Spectator, one of the most thought- 
ful and well-informed English jour- 
nals, which has been investigating 
the matter, find that these invest without 
any real knowledge of the value of the se- 
curities taken, or as to the resources of the 
Governments by which they were issued, sim- 
ply on the recommendation of their brokers. 
Thus it is that the London market is flooded 
with the Argentine loans, Egyptian loans, 
Khedive’s loans, Turkish and South Ameri- 
can loans. 

What makes it worse is that the very igno- 


rance of the investors renders them especially 
liable to panics, and the easy victims of the 
experienced operators of the Exchange. The 
Spectator discloses that the recent panic in 
these shares, held chiefly by small investors, 
was precipitated and aggravated by a dishon- 
ost bear movement, the result of which was 
to ruin thousands of families and enrich a 
few heavy operators, ‘The following figures 
show how complete and ruinous was the de- 
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The loaa, whieh amounted to millions, fell 
not upon stoek.gamblers, but upon quiet in- 
vestors 80 fearful of nothing as, of Stock- 
gambling, and the profits were bagged by the 
gamblers. How much the decline was duo 
to the intrinsic doubtful value of the seour- 
ties, and how much to the bear movement, it 
is diMoult it this distance to determine. But 
the effect has been to frighten investors away 
from the Stock Exchange, and to weaken the 
public confidence in all securities except con. 
sols. And yet so enormous is the accumu- 
lated capital of the country that the Specta- 
tor predicts the gudgeons will bite again, and 
says: 


The public can do nothing, for it cannot, as a body, 


acquire the knowledge which would make investment 
in such stocks moderately safe, and cannot conquer 
the temptation to make small amounts of money yield 
a perceptible dividend. It is all very well to talk about 
greediness, but s widow with £2,000 cannot live upon 
£65 a year and can live on 4140, and she buys prom- 
nes of 7 per cent as she would go into s business. That 
is the root of the ability of the distrusted States to 
raise money, and it is incurable except by their bank- 
ruptcy, and not always curable by that. There is no 
cure for the readiness of people to buy the bonds of 


rascally States, any more than there is a cure for their 


readiness to invest in swindling companies, and they 
must just lose their money. 


In a cursory allusion to the apparent diffi- 
culty which the United States authorities are 
having to find just claimants for the entire 
amount of damages allowed by the Geneva 
award, the London Times says,ingenuously 
that no one seems to have suggested the 
simple plan of repaying it into our [i. e., the 
British] exchequer.” This would be, as a 
matter of fact, the fairest way of disposing 
of any surplus after a full and equitable dis- 
tribution of the funds among all good claim- 
ants. It would be much better than to allow 
it to the insurance companies, which dis- 
counted the risks they took by the 
exorbitant premiums they demanded. 
It might be said that any residue 
after the payment of individual claim- 
ants should be turned into the United 
States Treasury in partial compensa- 
tion for the damages the Government re- 
ceived from the aid given by Great Britain to 
the privateers, if it were not that the doc- 
trine of consequential damages was fully con- 
sidered by the Geneya Court of Arbitration, 
and decided adversely. The United States is 
bound by the verdict of that Court as well as 
Great Britain. The return of any surplus to 
Great Britain would also do much to allay the 
bad feeling which the award left among cer- 
tain classes in England; but we very much 


fear that the rapacity of the Great American 


Claimant will scarcely permit the establish- 
ment of a precedent whereby any fund for 
distribution shall have anything left and un- 
distributed. 

Tus New York Herald has made an intima- 
tion of great significance to the effect: that 
the British refusal to surrender Wrratow 
without an assurance from this Government 
that he shall not be tried except on the 
charge for which he was demanded, is sug- 
weuted by the selfish purpose of establishing 
a precedent to cover the case of Lawazncs 
and protect certain persona of high standing 
both in England and America whom Law- 
nence in daid to be able to implicate in amug- 
gling. Lawnenon waa surrondered to this 
Government some time since to be tried on a 
charge of forgery. Since his surrender it is 
waid that a discovery has been made of his 
connection with exten ve smuggling opera- 
tions, by means of which the United States 
Government has been defranded of several 
millions of dollars. If tii: is true, there is 
scarcely any doubt that lb: was in the omploy 
of merchants, on both sides of the water, of 
great wealth and prominence, It is cited in 
confirmation of this ‘story that the pressure 
for the English statute of 1870 is very sudden 
in view of the fact that it has been ignored 
for six years, and now, all at once, there is so 
persistent a demand for its recognition that 
England is willing to have the extradition 
treaty abolished rather than forego this con- 
dition. If there is any good foundation for 
the story, it ought to be investigated and the 
exact truth ascertained.

COV. HENDRICKS. 
THE INDIANAPOLIS ELECTION. 

Taking advantage of the presence in this city 
of Gov. Hendricks, of Indiana, a Triscnz re- 
porter called on that genticman yesterday after- 
noon at his room in the Grand Pacific, and was 
received by the Governor in his well-known easy 
and affable manner. Gov. Hendricks is looking 
remarkable well and hearty, and the political 
contingencies of the next two months evidently 
worry him but very little or make him lie awake 
o' nights thinking over them. 

The first subject which the reporter broached 
to Gov. Hendricks, after a pleasant chat on 
ordinary topics, was the recent election ia 
Indianapolis, with its attendant scenes of vio- 
lence. The Governor said it was one of those 
things which are deeply to be regretted, and he 
could not but discountenance all resort to 
violence. According to his statement there was 


a good deal of repeating that day, es- 
pecially among the colored voters of 
the city. about 1.500 in number. 


They were driven around, he said, by the wagon-load, 
and after voting in one ward would go to another and 
cast their votes, in some cases, as he had been inform- 
ed, paving their affidavits already made out, in case of 
emergency. Even as early as 2 0’clock in the after- 
noon, on his return from dinner, there were sppre- 
hensons of a riot, and two police officers asked his 
opinion about the propriety of calling out armed as- 
sistance to be held in readiness. He did not at this 
time think such a course necessary, and concluded the 
city would be safe in the hands of its municipal po- 
lice. About 6 o’clock in the evening a large number of 
colored voters left the Fourth Ward for the Sixth, for 
the reason, afterwards all , that they had heard 
that the colored men in the latter ward were being im- 
posed upon, AN have a hand in it. 
There was no foun on in fact for such a ru- 
mor. Some left on foot and some ian 
a wagon, and 80 far as could be learned they were 
armed with nothing but clubs, although statements 
had been made that they carried pistols with them.

It was 
previously supposed that the police force was suffi- 
cient, but it now seemed otherwise, and the Sheriff 
was given the above instructions, which he implicitly 
obeyed, and the riot was stopped, As before stated, 
the Governor regretted this unfortunate issue of the 
day, and said be tried to do all in his power 
to preserve the peace. The illegal voting was not 
confined to those wards already mentioned, but 
was detected in others, notably the Third and Thir- 
teentu, where some excitement prevailed, but no such 
vioience as that detailed in the Sixth. 
TACITURN. 

In response to the reporter’s inquiries as to Presi- 
dential prospects, Gov.

The Lumber Trade---KReports from 
Labrader---A Banquet. 
Special luapatch to The Chicago T'ribune. 

Orrawa. May 4.—New York lumber-dealers 
are negotiating with Chaudiere mill owners for 
the purchase of large lot of shipping culls. 
Mr. Waterous, of New York, closed for 2,600,000 
feet of culls at $8 per 1.000 feet. Nearly all 
Ottawa lumberers have now either purchased or 
leased piling-grounds at Burlington, and it 8 
thought the middlemen will be shut out of the 
Ottawa lumber trade altogether. Gilmour &

several small sales at an advanced price. For- 
warders are complaining that freights are being 
contracted far below paying. prices, owing prin- 
cipally to the undue advantages Americans have 
in Canadian waters.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune ;: 

Cuicaao, April 29.—Finding a disposition in 
some of the public prints here in Chicago to 
ridicule the present issue of silver coin in dis- 
placement of the fractional paper currency, I am 
tempted to offer you a few suggestions as to the 
significance of the change, which may not occur 
to many of your readers. 

The business of Illinois, largely, is to produce, 
and of Chicago to distribute, wheat, Indian 
corn, rye, oats, lumber, pork, beef, hides, etc. 
These commodities Illinois cannot sell abroad 
unless she buys from abroad other sommodities, 
—all commerce being simply the exchange of 
commodities. Now, the question presents 
itself: Is it better for Illinois to retain a paper 
currency, and limit the sale of her products; or 
buy silver, and increase the sale of her products 
accordingly? Ia other words, is it better for 
Illinois to maintain a non-value in the place of a 
value, aod cripple her commeree; or supplant 
the non-value with a value, and give freedom to 
ber commerce? And this is the question for 
the whole country of which Illinois is a part. 

We run in debt amoog ourselves, and 
make notes and book-credite through banking 
for currency ; the Government may postpone 
the levying of taxes, and issue bonds or green- 
backs instead ; but no process of debt and credit 
adds a fraction to our capital or means of doing 
business. Credit enables a debtor to borrow the 
capitaland means of others; but the capital 
pre-exists, or the means of doing business are 
nowhere. The silver we use is cspital; the 
paper currency we make is not. Under all the 
metaphysics aod sophistry presented by Adam 
Smith aud bis disciples, a» to the economy of the 
precious metais in the use of a paper currency 
lies the simple question: Is debt and embarrase- 
ment, to any man or all men, equal to the pos- 
session of capital in money? And where is the 
trader who declines to sell his goods for money? 
Money is wanted always and everywhere, as 
nothing eise is, by everybody but Robinson 
Crusoe, who is not concerned with social science, 
and therefore cares nothing for political econ- 
omy; hence money is the most essential and 
— commodity in the commerce of the 
world. 

Gold being our standard, the fine silver in the 
coin is mouey to the extent of its gold value.
